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WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP) 
—Russia protested today that 
United States military planes 
have engaged in what it called 
“gross violation of Soviet air 
space.” 

Soviet Ambassador Georgi 
N. Zarubin handed a protest 
note to Secretary of State 
Dulles 

Hie told newsmen it charges 
that American military aircratt 
flew as much as 320 kilometers 
into Russian territory on July 
4.5 and 9 

He said the planes “invaded 
the Soviet air space’ over 
Minsk, Pinsk, Kalingrad, Vilna 
and several other cities. 


“Some of them invaded our 
space for two hours and one 
half,” he said. 

Zarubin, accompanied by an 
embassy aid, spent 10 minutes

Negotiating on Wages. 

Union and company negotia- 
tors yesterday began discussing 
the issues of wages and such 
fringe benefits as holidays and 
vacations, after agreeing to let 
attorneys for both sides attempt 
to work out a solution to the 
principal dispute concerning 
“riser” connections in gas lines, 

Laclede officials want the job 
of installing these connections 
turned over to private contrac- 
tors. The union has insisted 
that the work continue to be 
performed by company em- 
ployes. A “riser” is a T-joint 
from which pipes run to gas ap- 
pliances and heating units. 

A union spokesman charac- 
terized progress in the talks 
on wages and other issues as 
“not too good.” 

Initially, the company pro- 
posed a 4'2 per cent genera 
wage increase for the year that 
began July 1 and an addi- 
tional 3142 per cent increase for 
the following 12-month period. 
It was estimated that this would 
amount to an average hourly 
wage rise of 9.7 cents the first 
year and 7.9 cents the second, 
or a total of 17.6 cents. 


$35,000 Already Sought.

Under the King-Thompson 
act. a fine of $10.000 may be 
sought against a union for each 
day that it strikes against a 
public utility after state seizure 
of the utility. 

Dalton has said that some 
other type of legal action, in 
addition to the penalty and in- 
junction suits, may be taken 
soon by the state, although he 
declined to specify what this 
weule be.

Aids insisted that he did 
not discuss the matter with any 
Government official who visit- 
ed him in the hospital. 

Mr. Eisenhower's silence had 
served to underscore what he 
himself had told a news confer- 
ence March 7, just a week after 
he announced his second term 
intentions. 

At the March meeting the 
President was asked what he 
would do if he found out be- 
fore the Republican nominating 
convention “that your physical 
condition was below the par you 
had expected.” Mr. Eisenhow- 
er replied: 

“IT have said, unless I felt 
absolutely up to the perform- 
ance of the duties of the Presi- 
dent, the second that I didn't, 
I would no longer be there in 
the job, or I wouldn't be avail- 
able for the job.” 

Following up on that, another 
reporter remarked: 

“Mr. President, .. . you seem 
to be saying if at any time you 
feel that your health is not up 
to carrying the burden of the 
Presidency, you will withdraw 
from the race. Is that correct?” 

“Well now,” Mr. Eisenhower 
replied with a smile, “don't 
hold me down if I get a week's 
case of the flu or something 
else. I am talking about 
my general, let's say, organic 
fitness for the job, as I see it, 


'and that means carrying a bur- 


den of hard work right on 
through the year and through 
the months. 

“Now, any time I believe that 
has failed to the point of in- 
ability to perform the job prop- 
erly, then that goes before the 
American people instantly.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10— 
The Missouri Supreme Court 
yesterday ordered Circuit Judge 
Raymond E. LaDriere of St. 
Louis county to grant an in- 
junction sought by Adams 
Dairy, Inc., to prevent Local 
603 of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
and Inside Dairy Employes’ Un- 
ion from boycotting products of 
the concern. 

The court noted that until 
July, 1954, the Adams Dairy 
drivers and other union work- 
ers were represented by Local 
603. Thereafter the drivers 
formed the “Independent 
Wholesale Dairy Products 
Salesmen’s Association,” and 
the latter was recognized by the 
National Labor Relations Board 
as bargaining agent for the 
drivers. 

Contrary te Policy. 

“It is inconceivable.” the 
court said yesterday, “that the 
public policy of this state 
should be to label as a legiti- 
mate labor objective the will- 
ful and intentional damaging or 
destruction of an employer's 
business because the employer 
is doing that which the federal 
law requires him to do and for- 
bids him to change if he is to 
remain in business.” 

The Supreme Court observed 
that officers of Local 603, in 
opposing the independent un- 
ion, had passed out pamphlets 
to store customers where Adams 
milk was available for sale, and 
further that the purpose ad- 
mittedly had been to damage 
Adam's business and help mem- 
bers of Local 603. 

“Concerted union activity has 
uniformly been held to be un- 
lawful,” the court said; “when 
the purpose is not primarily 
intended to benefit the union in 
carrying out a lawful objective

Feed Area Centers. 


Ames is in the center of the 
nation’s hog and cattle feeding 
area, but is some distance from 
the range cattle and sheep pro- 
ducing areas of the country 

Benson commended the ad- 
visory committee for what he 
described as its “excellent work 
in evaluating the many pro- 
posals before it.” 

Other locations which had 
been considered were Madison, 
Wis.; Columbia, Mo.; Manhat- 
tan, Kan.; Stillwater, Okla; 
Athens, Ga., and College Sta- 
tion, Tex.; and Fort Collins, 
Colo. 

Benson said Ames was Sé€-| 
lected for the following reasons: | 

It is far removed from any | 
critical target area, is consid- 
ered an outstanding scientific 
center, has excellent and con- 
tinuing research activity at 
Iowa State College which would 
help in the laboratory work and 
has an excellent library on sub- 
jects which would be of value 
to laboratory scientists. 


Central Location. 

Benson said Ames, a city of 
approximately 20,000 is central- 
ly-located and readily acces- 
sible. He said a suitable site 
was available near the campus 
and that land would be provid- 
ed without cost to the Govern- 
ment. Adequate sewage facili- 
ties, electric current and water 
will be made available by the 
community.

In spite of the acrid debates | 
in the Bundestag, the perilous 
problems of German rearma- 
ment are forgotten. The aver-' 
age German looks upon con- 
scription, just voted, much as 
does the average American. He 
does not like it but he accepts 
it as a necessity to which he 
must bow. 

There are plenty of external 
and internal problems left to 
be solved in building a German 
military force. The conscrip- 
tion bill just passed does not 
define the length of service— 
12 months, 18 months or what. 

Bundesrat Must Approve. 

This was the result of a polit- 
ical deal. The law providing | 
for conscription must be ap-| 
proved by the Bundesrat as well | 
as by the Bundestag. The Bun- 
desrat is a sort of senior cham- 
ber consisting of representatives | 
of the various German states. 
The representatives are ap-| 
pointed by the minister—presi- 
dents of the states and each 
state has a vote depending up- 
on its population. 

This upper house, a peculiar 
and undemocratic device, was 
imposed upon the Germans by 
the Allies. It must approve 
certain laws among which are 
the conscription law. Two states 
making the necessary majority 
agreed to approve the conscrip- 
tion law but would not agree to 
the term of service of 18 
months. ™ 

So a deal was made that the 
conscription law, without a stat- 
ed period of service, would be 
passed by the Bundesrat. This | 
leaves the critical question of 
the length of conscript service 
to be decided by the Bundestag 
this fall. This important detail 
does not need to be referred to 
the Bundesrat. 


Draft Next April. 
Passage of the legislation 
authorizing conscription does 


cive the German defense estab- 
lishment a go-ahead signal to 
make plans to draft men next 
April. Regardless of the length 
of service, the Defense Ministry 
can now _ start registering 
draftees, arranging for their 
medical examination and pre- 
paring to induct them. 

Many other problems are in- 
volved in German rearmament. 
What. some Germans ask, is the 
good of 12 divisions in an atomic 


war? Others fear that the re- 
armament of West Germany will 
hinder the unification of Ger- 
many. This is the battle cry of 
the opposition Social Demo- 
cratic party. 

This important political. fac- 
tion, whether from conviction 
or expediency, argues that the 


rearmament of Western Ger- 
many will prevent German uni- 
fication. This is merely an ac- 
ceptance of the Soviet threat 
if Western Germany rearms 
unification will be impossible.

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Security and Liberty, Too 
The most important revision in the federal 
loyalty-security program, recommended in the 
extensive study by the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York, is that the tests apply 
only to so-called sensitive Government positions. 
This is in line with the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court. But it disagrees 
with Attorney General Brownell and some Con- 
gressmen who advocate new legislation to set 
aside the Court’s limitation. 
- The very fact that the lawyers’ committee 
found itself unable to go as far as many would 
have liked in reconciling personal rights and 
national security is the strongest of arguments 
for restricting security proceedings to the areas 
in which they are necessary, and to those only. 
There has been serious concern, for example, 
about “faceless accusers”—informers whom the 
agencies concerned are unwilling to bring into 
a hearing chamber for confrontation and cross- 
examination. In a courtroom a defendgnt has 
this right of cross-examination. Yet this study 
reached the conclusion that such appearances 
should be left to the discretion of the agency 
which is pressing charges, This is a compromise 
with Anglo-American legal standards. Actual 
cases show the possibilities for abuse.

There has been no showing of clear and pres- 
ent danger to warrant the subjection of more 
than 6,183,000 American citizens, half of them 
in private employment, to the super-judicial 
risks to which they actually were exposed before 
the recent Supreme Court ruling. 

The New York bar study, financed by a 
$100,000 grant from the Fund for the Republic, 
makes many recommendations intended to in- 
troduce more fair play into the security picture 
while still safeguarding the necessary govern- 
mental prudence in connection with military, 
diplomatic and scientific secrets of state. But 
the study also declares that “to ignore or even 
to slight liberty would be to destroy our char- 
acter as a people and as a nation.” There is a 
line beyond which compromise for security's 
sake becomes self-defeating. 

The appointment of a Director of Personnel 
and Information Security by the President, with 
the approval of the Senate, is urged. Under this 
official, security procedures would be made uni- 
form, more exacting standards would be set up 
for the classification of information as secret, 
and there would be constant review with the 
aim of making changes as these become desirable. 

A more reasonable standard for the determi- 
nation of security risks is suggested. Employes 
would be protected against unwarranted ex- 
penses; they would be given more adequate in- 
formation about charges against them and a 
better opportunity for explaining these; and, if 
possible, they would be transferred to non-sen- 
sitive positions rather than discharged. 


It is a question whether hearing boards should 
be appointed by the agency making charges 
against an individual, as recommended in this 
study. Even if only one employe of the agency 
serves on such a three-man board, he at least 
will find himself in the position of prosecutor 
and judge. In view of the committee’s recom- 
mendation of special training for security offi- 
cials, it does seem possible to put the proceed- 
ings beyond suspicion of prejudgment. No 
agency head would start security proceedings 
unless he believed he had ground to do so. 

Other proposed changes include improvement 
in the rules of procedure, the dropping or re- 
form of the Attorney General's list of suspect 
organizations and the narrowing of the security 
field to a reasonable area. These will come 
close to satisfying the most searching and honest 
critics of the Eisenhower security program. 

As for Congress it has two reasons to be 
impressed by this report: because of its respon- 
sibility for the climate of individual liberty and 
because it should be eager to eliminate the 
wasteful expense of continuing a security pro- 
gram that in certain respects actually works 
against national security. 
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An Elephant Is Worth 4 Cents 

Doubts about the sharpness of House Demo- 
crats were heightened when they massed to 
defeat an amendment—offered by one of their 
own number—which would have put a G.O.P, 
elephant on new four-cent stamps, the first- 
class mail rate called for in the House-approved 
bill boosting postal rates by $430,100,100. 

It is possible that the Senate will send the 
measure to the dead-letter office. Nevertheless 
we are disappointed that the House Democrats 
blocked this fine gesture of respect for the op- 
position in a campaign year. 

More seriously, the penny increase on letters, 
the only category of mail on which the Post 
Office has been making money, would bring 
in about $295,700,000 or something less than 
three-quarters of the total increase. By contrast 
the second-class rate on magazines would be 
increased only $44,500,000 over five years. The 
minimum rate would be moved from % to % 
eent. And the rate on so-called “junk” mail 
would be raised from 10 cents to 12 cents the 
pound or from 112 to 2 cents on individual 
pieces. How does the postman feel about 
delivering a publication of 100 big pages or 
more for a quarter of a penny while modest 
little letters carry four-cent stamps? 

Those not carrying his load, however, might 
have refrained from complaints if the Demo- 
crats bad sanctioned the elephant on the new 
stamp. They might have been more gallant 
toward their Republican colleagues, consoling 
themselves with the thought that one of these 
days they might authorize a donkey-stamp.

Airliners and Pilot Vision 

When William K. Andrews, director of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board safety investigation 
division, told a House subcommittee investigat- 
ing the collision of two airliners over Arizona 
that “TWA had full responsibility for maintain- 
ing separation” from other air traffic, he cer- 
tainly did not go out of his way to give the 
Congressmen the full picture of the situation. 

He might also have pointed out that the 
modern commercial airliner gives the pilot little 
more view than is absolutely necessary to take 
a plane off and land it—a matter definitely in 
the jurisdiction of the safety division. It is 
impossible in present cockpits for the pilot to 
see to the rear, above or below his plane. Only 
by moving his face close to the windshield can 
he see more than a thin ribbon of sky either 
forward or to the sides. Even then vision in 
these directions is sharply limited. 

How, then, could the pilot of the Super Con- 
stellation see the faster DC-7 overtaking him 
from the rear if that is what happened? And, 
for that matter, unless the two planes were at 
almost exactly the same altitude and on the 
same course for some time, how could the pilot 
of the DC-7 reasonably be expected to see the 
other plane? ; 

It is too early to toss the matter off as prob- 
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ably the result of pilot error. Thére is no 
question that it is the primary responsibility of 
the pilo® to prevent collisions if weather con- 
ditions permit them to see other planes, réegard- 
less of what type flight plan they are operating 
en. And it might be noted that they are betting 
their own lives on their vigilance, as wéll as 
those of their passengers. 

But the overriding responsibility for air safety 
is on the Government agencies. They ought to 
help pilots by notifying all planes, as a matter 
of course, of other air traffic in their immediate 
vicinity. This ought to be the case whether or 
not there is a change in flight plans since sched- 
ules may be altered without a formal change in 
flight plans. 

As for visibility, it is long since past time for 
the Government to stop certificating airliners 
with vision so restricted that it would not be 
countenanced in automobiles. 
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Public Needs Are Paramount 


One by one the steps under the King-Thomp- 
son Act are being taken by the State of Mis- 
souri in the Laclede Gas Co. strike. First, Gov. 
Donnelly seized the company. Now Attorney 
General Dalton has filed suit in Circuit Court 
in St. Louis to enjoin the strike. Next Circuit 
Judge Holt passes on the injunction. The pros- 
pect is that penalties against the AFL-CIO Oil, 
Chemical and Atomic Workers union will soon 
be in force. 

Meantime the number of homes and busi- 
nesses lacking gas service is growing steadily. 
An increase of some 3000 gasless consumers over 
the weekend has brought the total to some 
18,000 to 20,000. Many homes that are depend- 
ent on gas for cooking and heating water no 
longer have the services which they need. 


The company and its union are obligated to 
conduct their relationships in such a way as to 
avoid breakdowns of this sort. The company 
manages a public utility, the workers help serve 
its public. Each gives up something as the King- 
Thompson Act recognizes. 

In the nature of things a public utility is dif- 
ferent from an activity with little or no public 
connection. A strike against a public utility is 
a strike against the public which uses the serv- 
ice as well as against the company which pro- 
vides it. 

This dispute will be settled at the conference 
table. Since that will be its solution, the strik- 
ers will only help their case by going back to 
work. They are now in defiance of the law in 
Missouri. If they ignore an injunction, they will 
be in defiance of an order of the Circuit Court 
of the State. 

All these developments distract attention from 
the disputed points in the negotiations. Genuine 
bargainers seeking a solution ought to be able 
to find a common ground. Meanwhile let the 
public utility function as a public utility. 
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They Can't Live on Peanuts 

In an effort to be fair all around, the Pacific 
Coast Conference has now fined Southern Cali- 
fornia and California Universities $62,000 and 
$25,000, in effect, for violations of the athletic 
code. Earlier fines against other schools for “un- 
der-the-table” aid raised such an outcry from 
their uncheering sections that practically every 
school in the P.C.C. has now been penalized. 


These are stiff fines, In the football business. 
Southern California’s payment would come close 
to supporting a good football team for one year. 
That is, the University of Oklahoma reports 
that its 80 football scholarships cost $750 each 
a year, and if the Sooners can turn out cham- 
pions for so little, why couldn't U.S.C.? But 
Southern Cal has been banned from playing in 
the Rose Bow! for two years, so it will not need 
a champion until 1958, anyway. 

The Pacific Coast difficulties show how dif- 
ferent rules can be for paying athletes. On the 
Coast, a halfback is allowed tuition and fees, 
plus campus employment paying no more than 
$100 a month. This figure was recently raised 
from $75, but even now there is some doubt 
that a football player can live on it. One 
U.C.L.A. guard frankly reported a monthly 
budget at $147.66, including one haircut, and 
said if he got any less he would have to quit 
school or football. 

Other conferences pay off in different ways. 
Most of them allow “B.R.T. plus.” which means 
board, room and tuition, plus a job with a salary 
limit. But whatever their rules are, they all 
seem to have trouble enforcing them (except 
perhaps the Ivy League, which simply bans 
athletic scholarships). It is not just that it is 
difficult to be amateur while paying students 
to play ball. The real trick is 4o win without 
paying too much too obviously. 
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Benefit for the Schools 


The St. Louis School Board has wisely decided 
to ask the voters for authority to liquidate its 
permanent fund, a kind of endowment tracing 
back to the days of land-grants to the schools. 
Such. action might produce the not inconsider- 
able sum of $5,000,000 in windfall capital. 

Currently the fund consists of about $3,500,000 
in Government securities and three piéces of 
real estate, the most important of which is the 
Board’s own seven-story headquarters at 911 
Locust street. The building suffers from a lack 
of parking facilities, and this has helped isolate 
the instruction department from its clients, the 
teachers, the children and their parents. 

If St. Louisans approve the liquidation of the 
fund, which produces annual earnings of about 
$155,000, the Board presumably will sell the 
headquarters and move west to a more suitable 
place. This will put the building on the tax 
rolls. A portion of the capital freed when the 
fund is closed out probably will have to be set 
aside for construction of a new Board building. 
The rest can. be used for one or more new 
school buildings. 

The Board has still. to set a date for the elec- 
tion on this matter, as well as to spell out spe- 
cifically how it would employ the capital thus 
made available. Surely the proposal is likely to 
meet with a more favorable response at the 
polls if the people know in advance exactly 
where the money would go. A prudent Board 
would see that they do know, and in detail. 
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Old Enough to Drive? 


State Senator John B. Barrett says he will 
propose an age limit of 17 years for motorists 
in Missouri. Most states with heavy traffic have 
higher age limits for drivers than this state. 
And Senator Barrett's proposal makes much 
more sense than earlier suggestions than 16- 
year-old drivers be classified as adults. 

The legal line between juveniles and adults 
has to be drawn somewhere, and it should not 
be broken simply for traffic cases. That would 
violate the whole conception of the juvenile 
code. But if a. youth is not considered old enough 
to face the responsibilities of an adult under 
the law, he is not old enough to drive. The 
Barrett proposal would permit equal treatment 
of all drivers in traffie courts.

A Political Standard for Art?

The United States Information Agen- 
cy, which is supposed to help foreigners 
understand what America is all about, 
seems once again to have been bullied 
into a position that gives a false and 
distorted picture of our country that 
could rejoice only the hearts of our 
enemies. 


A few weeks ago it was revealed that 
the USIA had canceled plans to send 
to Australia an exhibition of American 
paintings on the 
subject of sports, 
because one group 
of fanatic extrem- 
ists had claimed 
that some of the 
artists represented 
had had Commu- 
nist-front associa- 
tions. 

This time a much 
more comprehen- 
sive exhibition is 
involved. A collec- 
tion of close to 100 
paintings covering 
all styles of con- 
temporary Ameri- 
can art was being assembled for dis- 
play under USIA auspices in several 
European countries next fall and win- 
ter. The USIA has indicated it may 
withdraw its sponsorship because some 
of the artists do not pass its political 
test. 

The American Federation of Arts, 
which is gathering the show together, 
refuses to exclude their work on such

grounds, “Art,” says the federation’s 
trustees, “should be judged on its 
merits ... and not by the political or 


social views of the artist.” 
Afraid of Congressmen? 


Presumably what the USIA is afraid 
of is not the subversive effect of the 
paintings, because there is none, but 
the inflammatory effect on a few Con- 
gressmen that official American spon- 
sorship of these paintings might induce. 
Since the USIA is dependent on Con- 
gress for the more than $100,000,000 it 
wiH expend in the coming year, it 
doesn’t want to alienate anybody. But 
it is paying a stiff price. 


In the instances cited, and they are 
not the only ones, the USIA is implying 
that art must undergo a test of the 
political legitimacy of the artist. The 
State Department has on occasion acted 
similarly. 


This is uncomfortably close to the 
Nazi and the Communist concept, which 
is diametrically opposed to the basic 
philosophy of free American culture. 


Federal Information Agency canceled American art tour in Aus- 
tralia because of charges that some of artists represented had 
had Communist-front associations; two editorials denounce this 
timidity; ask if we want totalitarian political tests for art? 


The Des Moines Register 


How do you judge a work of art? 
Do you judge it on its merits or on the 
basis of the artist’s politics? 

In a freedom-loving country the an- 
swer would seem obvious. The very 
idea is barbarous that a work of art is 
“unacceptable” because someone says 
the artist had wrong ideas about polli- 
tics. 

Yet that is what the United States 
Information Agency is insisting upon. 

Theodore Streibert, the information 
agency director, felt it necessary to 
make concessions to this distorted 
standard of art and literature during 
the brief reign of terror by Senator 
Joseph McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

When McCarthyism became a 
“wasm” Streibert made fine new reso- 
lutions and a good start in practice. 
Yet in several recent instances he has 
slipped back into the jellyfish role. 


The worst instance involves the 
proposed traveling exhibit of major 
paintings of 100 American artists of 
the twentieth century. The United 
States agency turned over selection of 
the paintings ‘very sensibly) to the re- 
spected private American Federation 
of Arts, which has a standing policy 
that “art should be judged on its 
merits and not on the social views of 
the artist.” 

The federation picked two. dis- 
tinguished museum officials to make 
the actual selections. They went to a 
lot of trouble and picked noted artists 
of many different styles. 


Art Is What Counts 


It would be very surprising if such 
a collection did not include the work 
of artists with unorthodox political 
ideas or associations. We should ex- 
pect, for example, that some of them 
might have flirted with Communism, 
some with anarchism. Some might 
think the whole machine age was a 


mistake, some that anything pre-ma- 
chine-age was corny. 
So what? A painting is not a dis- 


course on politics or economics. 
painting is what counts. 
won't travel with the show. 
But no, the USIA found 10 of the 
100 artists politically “unacceptable.” 
The federation’s trustees voted unani- 
mously not to take part in the show if 
the Government imposed political tests. 


Thus what might have been a digni- 
fied and interesting demonstration that 
America does after all have some cul- 
ture becomes another weapon for prop- 
agandists that culture doesn’t have a 
chance here. It also provides proof to 
foreigners that we don’t live up to our 
own principles of cuitural freedom.

Peaceful Competition With Russia

Some 35,000 people—there were 70,- 
000 empty seats—watched the nation’s 
top track and field athletes on each of 
two days compete for the United States 
Olympic team at the Los Angeles Me- 
morial Coliseum.

It would be a 
dual meet that would give our team 
the kind of training it will need for 
the Olympics. It might even lend a 
hand to our foreign policy. Why 
doesn’t the Olympic committee invite 
the Russians to fly here for a dual 
meet en route to Australia? 

As for foreign policy, we think such 
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an invitation would mean far more to 
the average man in this world than 
the Russians’ recent invitation to Gen. 
Twining. A friendly competition’ be- 
tween Russia and the United States on 
the athletic field is the kind of con- 
test between the two nations the whole 
world would enjoy. 


Suppose the Russians win? Well, 
suppose you're a Russian. Then sup- 
pose the Americans win? The loser 


would have the consolation of know- 
ing that he’d have another chance in 
Australia. The whole world’s interest in 
the Olympics would be whetted. 


Suppose we extend an invitation and 
the Russians refuse? Our gesture can’t 
help but appear to the eyes of the 
world as the friendly and hospitable 
gesture that it would be. The world 
liked our invitation to Russian farm- 
ers. It Would pay even more atten- 
tion to a bid to Russian athletes. 


And as for those 70,000 empty seats? 
There wouldn't be standing room for 
a gnat that day in the Coliseum, 


Between Book Ends 


Retreating Humanity 
THE TORTURED EARTH, by Gert Ledig. (Henry 
Regnery Co., 219 pgs., $4.75 ) : 

Gen. William T. Sherman's simple 
observation that “War is Hell” has been 
developed by Gert Ledig into a literary 
masterpiece that strips armed conflict 
ot all glamour and depicts human par- 
ticipants as miserable creatures devoid 
of ideals and incapable of thinking of 
anything except their own skins. 

The misery described by Ledig in his 
story of a Russian breakthrough of Ger- 
man lines at Leningrad in World War 
Il is more abject and terrible than the 


the misery witnessed by the Soul 
of Man in Dante's 
Inferno. “The Tor- 


tured Earth” has 
no light moments. 
It is 219 pages 
of uninterrupted 


agony. 
In “The Divine 
Comedy,” Dante 


left the reader with 
hope and a promise 
of salvation. But 
Ledig does not per- 
mit such a light to 
shine. A glimmer 
of hope _ sparks 
faintly in the Epi- 
logue, but it is 
overshadowed by doubt. 

The major and the sergeant, who 
have survived the breakthrough, be- 
come impatient while attending a mass 
burial service for their fallen comrades. 
They start to leave as the priest is 
saying, “Only when we have returned 
to ashes will He come and say ‘There 
will be light’ and this is our con- 
solation, . .” 

“You mustn't think I’m particularly 
pleased to leave that service,” the ser- 
geant says, as they walk away. “It 
rings so pleasantly in your ears. It’s 
something different. Besides 
secretly we all hope it’s true.” 

“Yes,” replied the major. “It would 
be unthinkable if that were a lie too.” 

So the book ends. It opens on a 
gruesome note—a detailed description 
of the death of a German corporal, 
whose body is thrown into the air by 
a salvo of rockets, torn apart by suc- 
cessive blasts of machine gun fire—and 
finally flattened by a Russian tank. 

The central characters of the story 
are German soldiers who have been re- 
duced to the level of bestiality by nerve- 
wracking days in the blood and filth 
of a demoralized front line. 

The blind retreat of the Germans 
reaches a climax when fear-crazed men 
fight each other with fists and bayonets 
for space on railroad cars standing on 
a siding. The cars are going nowhere. 
They are uncoupled and their locomo- 
tives long since knocked out of action. 

“The Tortured Earth” is a moving 
book, both brutal and sensitive. Ger- 
man critics hailed it as the best book 
of World War II. It may well serve 
the same purpose as “All Quiet on the 
Western Front.” If only people of this 
generation and the next would heed 
its message!

Competition Grows. 
é6 OOK at the Ladies’ 
LFicures’ is the title of 
article by Betty 
Hicks in Golfing Magazine. 
She tells about how tough 
competition continues to 
grow on the women’s tour. 

“You really can’t blame 
Pat O'Sullivan and _ Betty 
MacKinnon for going home,” 
writes Miss Hicks. She goes 
on to explain how each re- 
duced their scoring average 
on the tour and found them- 
selves little better off or 
worse both in scoring and 
money - winning position 
among others in the play-for- 
pay business. 

“Betty MacKinnon was 
touted as an _ exceptionally 
promising young golfer when 
she joined the L.P.G.A. in 
1951,” Miss Hicks related, 
“The tall, strong Texas styl- 
ist had a bit of polishing he 
do on her game. . So she 
brought her average of 81.7 
strokes per round in 1953 
down to 79.36 in 1954 and to 
79.25 in 1955. 

“And where did this effort 
get Betty Jane MacKinnon? 

“In 1953 she was tenth 
money winner with $3492. In 
1954 she dropped to twelfth, 
winning $3151. And _ in 1955, 
scoring two and a half strokes 
each round better than she 
did in *53, she plummeted to 
twenty-first in scoring aver- 
ages and 23rd on the prize 
money list, taking only $1098 
back to Mt. Pleasant to put 
into her new gas station busi- 
ness.”

Fix It Yourself

Repairing Concrete Walks and 
Drives. 

OST of us like to get away 
Mitrom the homestead when 

vacation time comes around 
but when old Horace Homeown- 
er gets his two weeks with pay 
you'll find him in the front yard 
repairing a concrete walk. Sec- 
tions of the walk cracked a 
couple of years ago and Horace 
thought he'd fix things up by 
giving the sections a coat of 
mortar. That didn’t work and 
the cracks are as bad as ever 
now. This year Horace is going 
to do the job the way it should 
be done. 

First he’s going to break up 
the damaged sections with a 
sledge hammer. Next he’s going 
to dig the earth out from under 
this area a few inches and then 
toss the broken pieces of con- 
crete back in. This is a good 
way to get rid of them and they 
will also make a good base for 
the new concrete slab. They will 
have to be deep enough, how- 
ever, to allow a slab at least 
four inches thick to be poured 


over them. And before the new 


slab is poured, the pieces of 
concrete should be_ sprayed 
down with water so that they'll 
bond to the fresh concrete. 

Horace can use a couple of 
lengths of two-by-four as forms 
for the edges of the walk. A 
few stakes driven into the 
ground will hold the forms 
solid. A good mixture for the 
concrete is one part cement, two 
parts sand and three parts 
gravel. Pour this into place in 
small quantities and be sure 
that it gets around all the 
broken pieces of concrete. When 
it's about level with the top of 
the forms, take a board and 
work it across the top of the 
forms, using a sort of sawing 
motion. This will level off the 
concrete and also help to make 
it compact. After it's level and 
has set for a few minutes, Hor- 
ace can go at it with'a steel 
trowel and when it’s smooth 
he'll cover it and keep it damp 
for a week to make the con- 
crete hard.

Casserole 


By Edith M. Barber 

HE word casserole has crept 
T into our language and to 

meet this situation all sorts 
of good and bad food combina- 
tions have followed. Our grand- 
mothers actually used thé cas- 
serole long ere this, but they 
called it a baking dish. 

Or, perhaps that old-fashioned 
bean pot was the precursor of 
the modern casserole. There 
was a mixture of ingredients 
which we are still using, that 
good combination of salt pork, 
molasses and seasoning whose 
flavor is developed by long 
baking in its pottery container. 
If we own one of those old 
bean pots it may, of course, be 
used for other types of what 
we call casserole dishes. 

Occasionally, we will find a 
severe critic — usually among 
men—of mixtuses baked in cas- 
seroles. Sometimes, the com- 
ment is reasonable. While we 
like to make use of foods we 
have on hand, the flavors do 
not always lend themselves to 
combining with each other. Oft- 
en, rice, macaroni or potatoes— 
all of them bland foods -—— are 
used as a base. Seasoning must 
be expert and appropriate if 
we are to please the family with 
a casserole dish. 

It is convenient to be able to 
prepare the ingredients, put 
them together in a casserole 
and store this in the refrigera- 
tor until time for heating it be- 
fore the evening meal. 

Casserole—Ham and Rice. 

Two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one tablespoon 
chopped green pepper, one 
tablespoon chopped onion, one 
tablespoon flour, two teaspoons 
dry mustard, one cup milk, one 
and one-third cups diced cooked 
ham, two cups cooked rice, one 
cup shredded cheese. 

Melt butter or margarine and 
add green pepper and onion. 
Cook one minute. Stir in flour 


mixed with mustard. Stir in 
milk gradually and continue 
stirring over low heat until 


smooth. Add cheese, blend and 
combine with meat and rice. 
Bake in greased casserole in 
moderate oven (375 degrees) 30 
minutes. Yield: Six servings. 
Noodle Casserole. 

In above recipe, substitute 
one package noodles, cooked, 
for rice. The ham may be re- 
placed by diced eooked veal or 
chicken.

NEW YORK. 

HREE men who look like political types have been 

practicing a windy political rhetoric replete with irrele- 

vancies, nonsequiturs and grandiose promises in prepa- 
ration for their emergence from the cool dimness of a New 
York saloon this summer 
to appear as comic relief 
in the coverage by the 
National Broadcasting Co. 
of the Democratic and Re- 
publican nominating con- 
ventions. 

After the conventions 
are over, the three will 
disappear from public view 
and resume their accus- 
tomed lives. One of the 
men is the co-proprietor 
of the saloon, and the 
others customers of the 
place, a retired Air Force 
colonel and a_ publicity 
man for New York Uni- 
versity. 

Why did NBC decide to 
hire these unlikely ama- 
teurs instead of a trio of 
professional actors? Chief- 
ly because Walt Kelly, the 
creator of Pogo, the comic strip possum, and a fellow 
patron of the saloon, had decided that they looked and 
acted like dead ringers, respectively, for a chairman of a 
national political party, a turn-of-the-century senator, and 
a ward heeler. He thought that their lack of acting experi- 
ence would be no deterrent; all they had to do, he decided, 
was act natural.

KELLY HAD BEEN ASKED by NEC to put on a series 
of five-minute television shows that could be sandwiched 
in during the dull intervals of the conventions. Kelly, who 
is running Pogo for President this year, as he did in 1952, 
decided to work up some political acts involving his mar- 
supial. His eye lit upon his three friends—the four belong 
to a luncheon club that meets regularly at the saloon—and 
he knew he had before him his cast of characters. Kelly, 
who will appear on the show as Pogo’s personal campaign 
manager, broached the idea to his friends and they, think- 
ing it would be fun, accepted. 

“Fitz,” said Kelly, interviewed the other day in his 
studio, “looks like chairman somebody or other.

“BROPHY.” said Kelly, “is a little guy, maybe 150 
pounds and 5-foot-5. I think of him as the ward heeler 
type.” Tom Brophy, who has appeared as a barker at car- 
nivals and done a lot of sports publicity, is currently em- 
ployed by New York University as a publicity man for its 
television shows. Brophy is the brother of Ed Brophy, a 
movie and television character actor, and Jeff Brophy, a 
night club entertainer. 

“Col. Sam Moore is white-haired, imposing, and looks 
like a thin Warren G. Harding,” said Kelly. “He habitu- 
ally wears dark clothes, a string tie and a black hat. He 
has a fine rolling voice and talks with a flourish. He re- 
minds you of a senator, a perennial candidate for office.

This is the third and last 
article in a series on the 
care of your health during the 
hot summer months. Today's 
article suggesta safeguards 
for the infants and the elders. 


N the preceding articles the 

major dangers to the enjoy- 

ment of good health in the 
summertime have been de- 
scribed, and in a general way 
the measures that should be 
taken by the average healthy 
adult to avoid them have been 
pointed out. The measures dis- 
cussed, however, need amplifi- 
cation to two other phases of 
normal life, namely, the very 
young and the old. In these 
age groups susceptibility to cer- 
tain prevalent summer illnesses 
is increased, and, in addition, 
the illness contracted is likely 
to be more serious in these 
groups than in the middle years. 

For healthy children. the 
strictest precautions should be 
observed in those up to 2 
years of age, the period of in- 
fancy. Following that they may 
be relaxed somewhat up to 5 
years of age, and after 5 
such precautions may be de- 
creased steadily up to the age 
of 14. At this age the child 
becomes “adult” in his physi- 
cal reactions to illness. 

Sunlight and fresh air are 
good for children, and undoubt- 
edly help to maintain their 
health. A healthy infant can be 
brought outside in warm 
weather safely after about two 
weeks of age. However, espe- 
cially during his first two years, 
great care should be taken to 
avoid overheating from any 
source, for during this time the 
baby has decreased ability to 
control his body temperature. 

Up until the age of two, the 
baby should be exposed to the 
sun only in the morning or in 
the late afternoon, avoiding the 
excessive heat of midday. It 
is recommended that the initial 
exposure be not more than 
about two minutes to the back 
and two minutes to the front, 
on the first day, and should be 
increased by about the same 
amount during the following 
days. Babies this age should 
probably never have more than 
one hour a day of exposure to 
the sun in the summertime. 
Their eyes should be protected 
by a shade at all times during 
such exposure. 

The sunbath should be taken 
where the air can cool the 
child. If you are at the beach, 
remember that the ultra-violet 
rays which cause sunburn are 
reflected from the sand and 
water, and can burn the child's 
sensitive skin even though he 
is under a beach umbrella. It 
is probably best to keep the 
baby under two years of age 
off the beach entirely. 

After the age of two, the 
child may be allowed slowly in- 
creasing exposure to the sun 
as age increases, but he should 
be protected with hats and lim- 
ited exposure up until the 
school years, when he becomes 
better able to tolerate heat. 
Until about five years of age, 
the baby’s skin is also sensi- 
tive to the moisture of per- 
spiration so that overdressing 
or allowing moist or soiled ar- 
ticles of clothing to remain on 
for long periods should be 
avoided. Frequent bathing is 
advised. 

Gastroenteritis is common in 
children, and becomes of more 
serious consequence the younger 
the child is. The symptoms of 
vomiting and diarrhea lead to 
loss of vital body fluids, and an 
attack that might be mild to 
an adult could be fatal to a 
child. For this reason, all of 
the precautions mentioned in a 
previous article for guarding 
against gastroenteritis should 
be even more strictly observed 
in children. 

Babies should certainly not 
be given unpasteurized milk. 
The milk should be boiled im- 
mediately before preparation of 
the formula, and care should be 
taken not to allow the formula 
to sit at room temperature for 
longer than an hour or so be- 
fore using. 

For older children, as in the 
case of adults, great care should 
be taken to provide clean prep- 
aration and refrigeration of 
such food as salads, chicken, 
ham, custard and pastries, for 
such foods welcome bacterial 
growth. 

Finally, especially in babies 
under two years of age, water 
should be offered frequently 
beween feedings during hot 
weather, as perspiration in- 
creases bodily needs for water. 

The problem in older people 
is somewhat similar, but for dif- 
ferent reasons. As a general 
rule, older people react more 
slowly, and adapt less easily, to 
any change in environment or 
living conditions than do per- 
sons in the younger age groups. 
This means that people over the 
age of 60 or 65 have more dif- 
ficulty and take longer becom- 
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should curtail, “

ing adjusted, to the increased 
temperatures of summertime. It 
has been shown that the death 
rate of older people is some- 
times doubled during heat 
waves of summer. 

Older persons are particular- 
ly susceptible to heat stroke 
and heat exhaustion because 
their body responses to heat 
are delayed, and they cannot 
handle it as well. But not only 
may heat have a direct adverse 
effect on them, it may also 
exert injurious indirect effects 
by increasing the load on the 
heart, and by rendering them 
more susceptible to infections. 

Thus, it is a good idea for the 
aged to treat the summertime 
with great respect. To receive 
adequate salt and water intake, 
you should take one or two salt 
tablets a day, unless you are on 
a salt-free diet, and drink at 
least eight glasses of fluid. Ex- 
posure to the heat of midday 
should be limited to no more 
than a half-hour. 


* *» . 

BOVE all, physical activity 
A should be curtailed to the 

minimum during the sum- 
mer heat wave, for this more 
than anything else can lead to 
fatal consequences in the elderly 
person. There is a great tend- 
ency, when taking a “relaxing” 
summer vacation, to exert one- 
self twice as strenuously as dur- 
ing the rest of the year. It 
should be remembered that your 
heart can’t tell the difference 
between playing and working, 
and, no matter how great the 
difference feels to you, to your 
heart it’s all work,

Precautions for Young and Old 


Summertime Creates Special Problems for Both Infants, Aged Persons—Helpful Advice 
By E. Hunter Wilson, M.D. 
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Now let’s dwell for a moment 
on the implication of hot 
weather for those who already 
have some underlying condition 
which may be made worse, or 
more difficult to manage, dur- 
ing the summer. There are 
only two such conditions that 
are at all common. The first is 
diabetes, and the second is 
heart trouble. 

Does diabetes prevent a per- 
son from enjoying any of the 
things during the summer that 
he ordinarily would enjoy if he 
did not have diabetes? The an- 
swer is “no.” 

There is no reason why & 
person with uncomplicated dia- 
betes cannot have just as many 
activities, and in as full a 
measure, as persons who do not 
suffer from it. The only stipu- 
lation is that he must be a lit- 
tle more careful. 

Diabetes is a condition in 
which blood sugar cannot be 
used efficiently. Because of 
this, sugar piles up in the 
blood, and then spills over and 
out of the body into the urine. 
With each molecule of sugar 
that is lost this way, molecules 
of water and salt are carried 
away with it;-so that if much 
sugar is lost the bedy becomes 
depleted of salt and water, 
which is called “dehydration.” 

As this process of 
tion develops, the kidn no 
longer have enough water to 


use to excrete acid by-products 


of bodily functions, and a con- 
dition known. as acidosis ap- 
pears, of which the symptoms 
are drowsiness, weakness, and 
coma. Insulin in _ proper 
amounts, and diets with re- 
stricted quantities of sugar, 
prevent much loss of sugar in

AS A RULE, after they have 
eaten—and these youngsters 
really eat—they sit under the 
trees and I read them a story.

EVERYBODY MUST BE sym- 
pathetic with the poor mother 
who is waiting so anxiously in 
the hope that her kidnaped 
baby will be returned to. her. 
It seems incredible that any- 
one could withstand her plead- 
ings. 

I have never been able to un- 
derstand the kind of person who 
could take a helpless child and 
hold him or her for ransom. 
Yet there have been many 
of these cases. And, as a rule, 
if money was the object, the 
kidnaper rarely achieved his 
objective, because if he takes 
the money, he is bound to be 
caught. The result is that he 
rarely takes the money. 

If he is not caught, one sel- 
dom knows what happens to 
the child. It seems to me one 
of the most cruel of all crimes. 
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the urine and formation of 
acid products, and so ward off 
dehydration and acidosis. 
Now, we have already seen 
that the heat of summer also 
tends to cause dehydration in 
an unacclimated person through 
loss of salt and water in the 
sweat. When this extra burden 
is added to a diabetic, it is 
clear that he is much more 


susceptible to dehydration, be- | 


cause he has two ways in which 
it can happen.

HIS is perhaps oversimpli- 


fying the problem, but for 


pactical purposes it points | 


up certain of the precautions 
that should be taken in sum- 
mertime by persons with dia- 
betes. 

First, if exposure to heat or 
physical exercise is planned, 
diabetics should always take 
several salt tablets and drink 
plenty of water before and dur- 
ing the exposure. Second, the 


need for gradual “acclimatiza- | 
tion” is even more important | 


to them than to other people. 
Third, urine examination during 
the summer should be per- 
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formed more rigorously than at 
other times, at least once a day. 

It should be pointed out also 
that physical exercise acts as 
added insulin in lowering the 
blood sugar, and, if exertion is 
planned, the daily insulin should 
be reduced somewhat, and meals 
should not be delayed. Adequate 
care of the feet—keeping them 
clean and dry—is another im- 
portant point, for athlete’s foot 
can be severe in persons with 
diabetes. 


* * * 

URNING our attention now 
T to persons who have heart 

trouble, this problem can be 
discussed only in the most gen- 
eral terms in this limited space. 
Much depends on what type of 
heart trouble a person has, and 
how severe it is, in determining 
what he can or should do to 
avoid trouble in the summer- 
time. 

It has already been stated 
that heat decreases the effi- 
ciency with which an unaccli- 
matized person can perform a 
given task. This means that 
the heart must beat faster and 
harder in hot weather than in 
cold to do the same job, if the 
persons has not gotten adjusted 
to the heat. 

For this reason, every pérson 
who has heart trouble should 
be particularly careful about 
exposure to heat or exercise 
until he has gotten acclima- 
tized. Again, this means getting 
used to the temperature change 
slowly, by short, limited daily 
exposures, and for people with 
heart trouble this should prob- 
ably take a week or so. Ac- 
climatization allows the heart 
rate for a given task to return 
to normal, and thereby takes a 
burden off the heart. 

Many people with heart 
trouble are on a low salt diet. 
Here again, much depends on 
exactly how low the salt intake 
is, and what other conditions 
are present, as to the precau- 
tion that should be taken. In 
these cases, it is best to get the 
advice of your doctor, if you 
are planning exposure to the 
heat, as to how much your salt 
intake should be increased, and 
when. 

To summarize briefly: most 
of the illnesses of summer can 
be prevented by a little knowl- 
edge, patience and care. The 


mixture can keep you healthy.

If your hand is the equal of 
a sound opening bid and you 
have no long suit, bid two in 
the opponents’ suit. You are 
aiming for game and this bid 
will enable you and your part- 
ner to test out several suits 
until the best spot is found. Of 
course, the bid in the oppon- 
ents’ suit is absolutely forcing. 

If you have two and a half 
honor tricks (about 11 or 12 
points) and your best suit is 
four long, bid one more than 
necessary in that suit. Do the 
same with two honor tricks 
(about nine or 10 points) and 
a five-card suit—or with slight- 
ly less if you have a fair six- 
card suit. 

With less than the above, bid 
as little as possible. None of 
these bids of one more than 
necessary is absolutely forcing. 
They do, however, represent a 
strong urge to partner to bid 
again unless his double was a 
rock-bottom minimum. 

In today’s deal Mr. Dale be- 
lieved he did not have quite 
enough to force the bidding to 
game. He wasn't bad in high 
cards, but he had a bare two 
and a half honor tricks, no good 
intermediate cards, poor dis- 
tribution for suit play and no 
semblance of a stopper in the 
opponents’ suit.
